Response to Amendment 

The reply filed on 3/4/02 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because: 
applicant has again responded without electing a species. 

Within elected claims 29-52 are 4 species. They are: 

One is a method of making a semiconductor device having a pixel TFT and a driving 
circuit on the same substrate wherein the 1 st and 2 nd n impurity regions have the same 
concentration. 

The second is method of making a semiconductor device having a pixel TFT and a 
driving circuit on the same substrate wherein the 1 st and 2 nd n impurity regions 'have different 
concentrations. 

The third is a method of making a semiconductor device having a liquid crystal 
sandwiched between a pair of substrates wherein the 1 st and 2 nd n impurity regions have the same 
concentration. 

The fourth is method of making a semiconductor device having a liquid crystal 
sandwiched between a pair of substrates wherein the 1 st and 2 nd n impurity regions have different 
concentrations.
